The Government's Revenues Do Not 
Bexin to Pay Expenses. : 

Washington, February 13.—T 
treasury statement issued ain ‘aiaee 
that the receipts from customs dues at New 
York for the first ten days of this month 
cee $2,651,378, as against $4,525,391 in 
co February and $4,321,475 in February, 

Of this 16.1 per cent was paid in gold and 
60.3 in silver certificates, the balance being 
divided up among other classes of money 
With the sale of bonds the treasury is not 
only gaining gold, but also gold certifi- 
cates, having now on hand of the latter 
$497,950. 

There is no likelihood, however, of the 
treasury resuming the issue of gold certifi- 
cates, as there is no good reason to believe 
that the gold in the treasury will long re- 
main above the $100,000,000 mark. It is only 4 
a little over $4,000,000 above the reserve now 

and with less than $4,000,000 of gold to be re- 
: ceived from the new bond purchase. If it 
| is the intention to keep the gold reserve 
intact, it is the general belief in treasury 
circles that a new issue of $50,000,000 in 
bonds will have to be resorted to within 
| the next few months, unless congress comes 
to the rescue, as the expenditures continue 
to run ahead of receipts at the rate of 
$6,000,000 a month. 

The treasury balances today were $137,- 
519,930, of which $104,435,020 was in gold. 

Assistant Secretary Curtis said today that 
he hoped to be able to have some of the 
new bonds ready for delivery in New York 
by Saturday next. 

Riker Is a Bluffer. 

C. LL. Riker, of Chicago, did not file his 
amended petition in the circuit court of 
the district, asking for a writ of mandamus 
to compel the secretary of the treasury to 
turn over to him the $50,000,000 of bonds, 
nor did his counsel appear for him today. 
Who his legal representatives are is un- 
known, Riker absolutely declining to make 
their identity public.

| Truling the demurrer interposed by the 
United States counsel to the claim fer 
$235,000 damages on account of the setzure 
of the steamer Itata. The demurrer was. 
vessel that the seizure of the vessel 
was made with “probable cause,”’ and that 
the Itata being in the employ temporarily 
of the junta government at Iquique, the 
government of Chile was responsible for 
any damage that might have been inflicted 
on the steamship company. The counsel 
tor the Chilean government combatted this 
proposition with the argument that the 
Itata had ceased to be in the employ of 
the provisional government when she be- 
came unable to complete her undertaking; 
that the doctrine of probable cause could 
not be applied, because the vessel had been 
' released by the United States courts on the 
ground that no law had been violated. 
This decision. virtually leaves nothing 
further for determination but the amount 
of damages the United States must pay for 
the seizure of the vessel.

Florida Lottery Concern Has a Rough 
Road to Travel. 
Washington, February 13.—Ag a result of 
the report received at the postoffice depart- 
ment today from Inspector Dice, who was 
instructed by the department to investi- 
gate the legality of the Honduras Lottery 
Company in its relations with the postal 
service, the postmaster general this after- 
noon issued what are known as “fraud’’ 
orders against Paul Conrad, president of the 
National Honduras Lottery Company, the 
Graham printery and L. Graham & Sons. 
The orders were sent to the postmasters 
at Port Tampa City, Tampa Bay and 
Tampa, Fla.; Mobile, Ala.: New’ Orleans, 
La.; Galveston, Tex.; Laredo and El Paso, 
Tex., and San Francisco, prohibiting the 
delivery to the lottery company, Conrad 
and the others mentioned of all registered 
mail, or the payment to them of money 
orders, the registered matter to be re- 
turned to the senders marked ‘‘fraudulent’”’ 
on the envelope. Orders were also issued 
to the postmasters at New York, New Or- 
leans and San Francisco to refuse to certify 
money orders payable to the parties con- 
nected with the lottery in Honduras or 
elsewhere outside of the United States. 
The postoffice inspector for the district 
will be instructed to take the matter be- 
fore the United States court and the dis- 
trict attorney in order to have the parties 
prosecuted for violating the lottery law, 
and the department wil! also take steps to 

prosecute them.

He thought it better to issue money than to 
sell bonds, which would pass into the hands 
of national banks and become an additional 
drain on the gold reserve. 

He thought the issvaiice of the paper 
money in the shape of greenbacks prefera- 
ble to silver certificates. 

Mr. Johnson opposed the bill. He favored 
the coining of the seigniorage and all bul- 
lion in the treasury, but he regarded the 
pending measure as deceptive. misleading 
and destructive in its effects. Its real pur- 
pose and result would be to withdraw treas- 
ury notes and substituts for them silver cer- 
tificates. It would not only destroy the 
parity between gold and silver, but woum 
disturb the parity between the different 
kinds of paper money now in circulation. 

Silver and Farm Products.

When inquiry was made his 
gons Allen, aged eighteen, and Benjamin, 
aged fifteen years, said he had gone to 
Tcxas. The boys had considerable moncy 
which they spent freely. They aroused sus- 
picion and a search of the premises result- 
ed ‘in the finding of Rodgers’s 
corpse in shallow grave under 
the kitchen floor, Blood on the walls 
of the bedroom showed where the murder 
had been committed. 

An inquest was held and a verdict ren- 
derei tha: death was caused by blows from 
an ax, by parties unknown, but Allen and 
Ben were arrested and held without bail, 
charged with killing their father. They 
were lodged in jail at St. Stephens today. 
The guards say that on the way to jail 
Ben confessed that when the murder was 
committed he was in the yard, having gone 
there to escape seeing the deed done. He 
heard the fatal blows and heard his father 
groan three times. Returning and finding 
his father dead, he asked Allen why he had 
killed h™m, and Allen replied there was 
nothing else to do, as his father had threat- 
‘ened to do him up if he did not by the next 
morning.

Everywhere in the State the Same 
Devices Are to Be Found. 


DISPENSARY STUFF IS BEING SOLD OFF 


The Supreme Court May Deliver an Opin- 
ion Declaring the Law Unconstitutional, 
Hence the Stock is Being Run Down. 


Columbia, S. C., February 13.—(Special.)— 
The Constitution’s very interesting article 
by Mr. Ed Bruffey on the blind tigers that 
roam recklessly through the streets of 
Charleston has been read with unusual in- 
terest in this state. It was republished in 
The Columbia State yesterday, and in its 
issue of this morning that paper says. 

“The public can judge whether there is 
even a remote possibility of Governor Till- 
man’s being able to enforce the law in that 
city. Bruffey, we observe, has the - idea 
that Charleston is the only city where the 
law is not enforced. In this he greatly errs. 
Had he continued his trip throughout the 
state he would have found in four-fifths 
of the towns the same devices for nullifying 
the law: and all through the country he 
would have encountered blockade wagons.” 

The state board of control has determined 
to put on the dispensary screws tighter 
than ever, and efforts will soon be made to 
put the whole state under a hydraulic press, 
so that all the contraband liquor may be 
squeezed out. 

Demijohns Must Be Small. 


The latest move is to hunt up liquor that 
has been stored away by private parties, 
and the board announces that after next 
Friday wtek, February 22d, those who have 
liquor stored away in quantities of five 
gallons or more will render their places 
liable to search unless they apply to the 
state commissioner for certificates to be 
placed upon such liquors. 

The section under which the board is act- 
ing provides that all alcoholic liquors, other 
than domestic wine, in quantity more than 
five gallons, which do not have on the pack- 
ages labels and certificates going to show 
that they have been purchased from a state 
officer authorized to sell them, are contra- 
band and on seizure will be forfeited to 
the state. 

This section does not apply to liquor held 
by the owners of registered stills. 


Must Have It All Tagged. 

Persons having more than five gallons 
of liquor elsewhere than at their homes, 
which they wish to keep for their own use, 
may throw the protection of the law around 
the same by furnishing an inventory of the 
quantity and kinds to the state commis- 
sioner, and applying for certificates to affix 
thereto. 

The section also states that “after sixty 
days from the approval of this act any 
liquor found in the state not having such 
nee may be seized and confiscated.” 
in oPfder 
with the law to secure the required certifi- 
cates. These certificates will cost nothing. 
The board made the statement that it is 
cognizant of the whereabouts of a great 
deal of liquor stored away in Columbia and 
elsewhere, and declares that after the 
23d instant these liquors will be seized if 
dispensary tags are not placed on them. 

It would seem that this would furnish 
a loophole to the blind tigers, but the board 
decided not to allow certificates to former 
dealers who have taken out revenue licenses 
since the dispensary law went into ffect. 


And Firewater, Too. 


What a shaking up there would be if the 
supreme court of the state should declare 
the dispensary law unconstitutional! There 
will certainly be plenty of fireworks should 
this happen. 

In the recent cases that were laid before 
the supreme court the lawyers did every- 
thing in their. power to bring the issue of 
constitutionality before’ the court. This 
would be an easy mater ordinarily, but 
the cases that went up on appeal were 
cases under the old dispensary law, which 
is now a dead issue, and the supreme court 
has invariably announced that it would 
not hear merely speculative questions. The 
attorneys, however, very deftly wove into 
their arguments questions that belonged 
to both the old and the new law, and on 
this they hope for a straight decision. 

There was a rumor a day or two ago that 
the court had declared the law unconstitu- 
tional, but this is incorrect. It wil] probably 
be weeks anG weeks before the re- 
sult is Known, but as a veteran lawver 
remarked, ‘‘The first intimation of that de- 
cision will be known when it is filed in the 
cierk’s office in this city.” 


Running Down the Stock, 

The Constitution's representative hears 
some very interesting statements concern- 
ing the decision. One is that the state 
officials are making all sorts of preparations 
to be ready for the decision, should it be 
against the dispensary. It ig stated that 
the state dispensary is not buying any 
liquor now and that for some time it has | 
been making every effort to get rid of all 
the stock possible in order not to have an 
elephant on its hands when the crack o’ 
doom comes. Should the supreme court 
decide the law unconstitutional that will 
put an end to the sale of liquor by the 
state, and from the moment the decision is 
filed it will be unlawful to continue such 
sale, and should the state have a stock on 
hand at the time it will be in a quandary. 

It is stated that “to make assurance 
doubly sure” the governor has requested 
the supreme court to defer their decision 
as long as possible in order. that the state 
may be prepared for the flood and make 
arrangements to get in out of the wet. 
Another interesting rumor in connection 
with this is that the price of dispensary 
liquor will be raised in order that the state 
may take in all the “gelt’” it can in the 
limited time before the death warrant is 
issued. 

These are very fruitful questions, the 
result of which will probably be. known at 
— by the time the court reassembles next 
April.

The American Hite of the Italian Prince 
Had to Run Away. 


SMARTEST FRENCH DETECTIVES ELUDED 


A Most Unhappy-Ending to the Married 
’ Life ofa Rich American Woman 
s-"" (0 a Gambling Nobleman. 


New York, February 13.—The recent ar- 
rival of the Princess Colornma, more dis- 
tinctly known as Princess di Galatro, is 
New York, accompanied by her step- 
brother, Mr. W. Mackay, Jr., brings out an 
interesting story, which is another in the 
tong -list of stories from life in which the 
principal characters are an American heir- 
ess and an impoverished European prince. 

The Princess Colonna is the daughter of 
Mrs. ‘John W. Mackay by“her former hus- 
bend, Mr. Bryant. Dr. Melville Bryant, of 
54 Greene avenue, Brooklyn; who died re- 
cently under circumstances that seemed to 
show that he had been drugged by his 
coachman, was the brother of Mrs. Mac-

kay’s first husband. The princess has long, | 


soft auburn hair, with a slight natural 
wave. Her eyes are dark and bright, with 
long lashes, and her complexion is a pale 
olive and very clear. She is remarkab_y 
vivacious. When she was. betrothed to 
Prince Colonna, twelve years ago, she was 
about twenty-two years old. 

Prince Colonna, who is formally known as 
Ferdinando Marco Antonio Giuliano, Prince 
di Galatro, belongs to the second branch o1 
the celebrated Colonna family of Italy. He 
was born at Naples on November 12, 1808. 
He is the son of Don Andrea Colonna and 
nephew of Prince Marc-Antonio, chief of 
the Neapolitan branch. The prince is a 
thorough master of the English language 
and is highly educated. He was the owner 
of the yacht Sappho, which had a brilliant 
eareer in American waters several years 
ago. 

The attentions Prince Colonna paid Miss 
Bryant twelve years ago met with violent 
opposition from the young lady’s mother 
and her American acquaintances. The be- 
trothal excited much interest in both 
American and European society, and the 
wedding in Paris was the most widely 
chronicled social event of the year 1583. 
The princess has three children, two boys 
and a girl, Andrea Marc-Antonio [Ferdinan- 
do, ezed eight; Bianca Amalia Celeste, aged 
six. and Marco, aged four years. 

Mrs, Mackay, who finaily gave a reluc- 
tant approval to the wedding, settled on 
her. daughter $175,000 a year, upon which 
the couple fared sumptuously at Rome. 
Friends of the princess say that at the 
end of the firgt_year the zambling faults 
of e prince & .to aop out, and <do- 
mestic infelicities began, with several de- 
mands by the prince that his wite pay 
large gambling debts. In the course of a 
few years the entire income and savings 
of the princess had been used by the prince, 
and Mrs. Mackay forwarded to her daugh- 
ter a large sum of money, said ‘to have 
equaled 1,000,000 francs. The expensive 
habits of the prince increased as their 
family grew, and their household and so- 
cial expenses became larger until last Oc- 
tober, when the discor in the ftamily 
came to a serious state. The princess re- 
fused to pay any more of her husband’s 
bills, and she wrote to her mother that she 
could not stand the situation longer and 
had concluded to leave her husband. Mrs, 
Mackay approved this step. 

Early in November the prince went out 
for a walk one evening at Naples. When 
he returned his wife and children were 
gone. On the writing table was a note 
from the princess saying she had lodged a 
demand with the courts for a separa- 
tion. 

The first hearing in the action brought 
by Princess Colonna against her husband 
for a judicial separation was to have taken 
place on December 28th last, at Paris, but 
the hearing was postponed. At that time 
a friend of the prince declared that the 
Mackays had never paid a centime of the 
prince’s gambling debts. 

On January 25th there was a hearing in 
the action for separation, at the end of 
which things looked very blue for the prin- 
cess. The counsel for the princess was 
asked why he had disobeyed an order of 
the court in not allowing the prince to see 
his children. M. Deveille, the counsel, 
said plainly that he was afraid the prince 
would abduct them. The case was then 
adjourned, but before another hearing could 
be called Princess Colonna and her chil- 
dren had fied from France. 

On Wednesday, January 32ist, the prince 
called to see his children. He was told 
that they were out. Later in the day Mrs. 
Mackay left for London, ond the prince had 
been completely hoodwinked. 

A recent Gispatch from Paris said that 
the counsel for the princess proposed to con- 
tinue the fight in America. The main ob- 
ject of the litigation is the guardianship 
of the children. At a hearing of the case 
on February 8th, the Parisian ccurt decided 
that, as the princess, by her departure, had 
avoided compliance with an order of the 
court, justice must therefore, restore the 
father as the guardian of the children. The 
extent to which the American courts will 
respect this decision will be awaited with 
great interest. 

An intimate acquaintance of the Mackays 
in speaking of the arrival cf the princess, 
said yesterday afternoon: 

“The princess has come here to escape 
from a tyrant of a husband and to seek the 
protection of more equitable laws than exist 
in France relative to the ye emg: of her 
three children. The flight I deem a triumph 
for her. The manner in which she eluded 
the French detectives is charifling to think

MACON IS COURTING THE FARMERS 


She Wants a Great Fair Next Fall—Un- 
successiul Hidders Do Not Under- 
stand Atlanta’s Business Ways. 


_~ — —— 


Macon, Ga., February 13.—(Special.)—Quite 
& number of th: farmers of Georgia passed 
through Macon ‘lay and tonight en route 
to Brunswick ius delegates to attend the 
Semi-annual convention of the State Agri- 
cultural Society which assembles there to- 
morrow. All of the wentlemen with whom 
The Constitution's correspondent conversed 
expressed themselves in favor of uniting 
with the Macon Exposition Company and 
have a grand state fair and general exhi- 
bition in the city next full, after the manner 
of the Augusta exposition last year, though 
it is intended that the exhibition at Macon 
Shall be conducted on a more elaborate 
scale than it was in Augusta. It is. not 
known yet on what terms the Georgia Agri- 
cultural Society and the Macon company 
will unite and have a joint exhibition. Last 
year Augusta made certain concessions and 
gave a certain amount of money because 
there was nothing that could force the so- 
ciety to hold the state fair at Augusta, and, 
consequently Augusta occupied the position 
of a bidder. But by the terms of the contract 
existing between the society and the mayor 
and council of Macon, the society is com- 
Ppelled to hold a state fair at) Macon every 
alternate year, and this is the “alternate 
year.’ 

What Will Be the Terms? 

The society and the Macon Exposition 
Company will, no doubt, readily agree on 
satisfactory terms for the joint holding of 
the state fair and exhibition. Tonight a 
committee from the Macon Exposition Com- 


, pany and the city council will go to Bruns- 


wick to confer with the society in reference 
to the matter. At this juncture, as a mat- 
ter of interest to the general public and in- 
formation to the Macon Exposition Com- 
pany, the contract of last year between the 
Georgia State Agricultural Society and the 
Augusta Exposition Company is being 
printed: 
Copy of the Contract. 


“The Augusta Exposition Company agrees 
to pay the State Agricultural Society of 
Georgia the sum or thirty-five hundred 
($3,500) dollars to hold the state fair at Au- 
gusta exposition, October 17 to November 1j, 
18u3, and pay all the expenses of the fair, 
premiums, repairs, gate keepers, ticket sell- 
ers, police and every and ail expenses, 
Save payment of department superintend- 
ents during the time indicated. These su- 
perintendents are to be paid by the Geor- 
gia state fair. The payment of these de- 
partment superintends is the only expense 
to be paid by the State Agricuiturai So- 
ciety. All other expenses to be met by the 
Augusta Exposition Company, including 
damage to exhibits while in the exposition 
buildings. The Augusta exposition is to re- 
ceive all revenue derived from tickets, sale 
of privileges and every other source. The 
$3,500 is to be paid to the Georgia State Ag- 
ricultural Society on or before Saturday, 


October 28, 1893. It is understood, as a 
part of this contract, that the president 
and officers of the Georgia State Fair As- 


sociation shall use every exertion to secure 
the fullest possible line of exhibits, and to 
do everything in their power to make the 
state fair at the Augusta exposition a suc-

How much money the Macon Exposition 
Company will be willing to ¢pay the society 
to have it unite with the company and give 
a joint exhibition is not known. It is 
thought that the state fair proper will last 
about two weeks and the general exposi- 
tion about one month. 

The first state fair held !n Macon under 
the auspices of the Georgia Agriculttaral 
Society was in 1851. 

City Tax Assessors. 

The city tax assessors, J. H. Heitz, George 
W. Duncan and Legare Walker are busily 
engaged every day on the tax assessments 
for the year 1894. It will probably be sev- 
eral weeks before their labors are com- 
pleted. The general impression is that 
the total assessment will be lower than 
it was last year, owing to a general shrink- 
age in values of all sorts. It is true, how- 
ever, that many property holders have made 
identically the same returns for 1894 as they 
gave in for 1893. The returns may be 
larger than is expected, considering the hard 
year that has just passed. Though stocks 
and bonds in Macon have depreciated, as 
has been the case everywhere, it is gratify- 
ing to observe that real estate has main- 
tained its value and there has been very 
little decline in this kind of property. If 
any one thinks this is not so, let him un- 
dertake to buy a piece of choice real estate 
and see what price will be charged him. 
This appertains more especially, perhaps, 
to residence property than to store proper- 
ty. But residence property has always been 
higher in Macon than store property, in 
proportion. There have been several sales 
of real estate in Macon lately at the same 
prices that prevailed several years ago dur- 
ing what was known as the ‘“‘boom”’ period. 
Macon is all right. 


A Bigg Contract. 

Contractors from Macon, Atlanta and 
other places who went to Jacksonville ua 
few days ago to bid on the contract for fur- 
nishing stone to pave the streets of that city 
have returned from Florida. It is said that 
bidding was low and lively. There were 
fourteen bidders and it is reported that 
Sam Venable, of Atlanta, who was present, 
put in a bid of 51 cents per square lower 
than the average bid, and obtained the con- 
tract, though it is said the contract. has not 
vet been drawn up and signed. Venable’s 
bid, so it is said, was $1.89 per square foot. 
Other contractors say he must expect to 
get very low railroad rates, in fact, remark- 
able concessions, to be able to bid so cheap. 
The entire contract will be in the neighbor- 
hood of $140,000.

INDIGNATION IN OGLETHORPE. 


The County's Best Citizens Denounce 
the Outrage by the Whitecaps. 
Athens, Ga., February 13.—(Special.)—The 
indignation of the good people of Ogle- 
thorpe county, over the murder of Bob Col- 
lins by seven white caps Thursday nighs, 

knows no bounds. 

It was the most brutal and cowardly as- 
sassination ever recorded in the history 
of this section of Georgia, and every one is 
determined to see the murderers brought 
to justice. 

There were several citizens of Crawford 
in Athens today, and they were not slow in 
expressing their condemnation of the crime, 

The Constitution has already recorded 
the general account of the white capping, 
but later details have come to light. 

Collins’s employer declared that he was 
the best negro on the place and that he 
was always peaceable and good-natured. 

A reporter, in talking with one of Craw- 
ford’s best. citizens over the affair, asked 
him if Collins had ever been impertinent 
or insulting to any white women. The re- 
ply was positively “No.” 

“If such had been the case there would 
have been some excuse,”’ he said, “but I 
know that there was nothing of the sort. 
I should certainly have heard it if it had 
occurred, as 1 am a near neighbor of the 
man that Collins worked for. 

“The only possible reason for the butch- 
ery that has been suggested is that’ Col- 
lins decoyed away two negro employes of 
Mr. Morgan Gaulding. 

“These two negroes he did take to the 
train and send off, but it was not because 
of any disagreement between him and Mr. 
Gaulding, put because they were his 
brother’s children, and, his brother being a 
widower, had married again a woman who 
was very unkind to the children and they 
had appealed to Collins to send them away. 

“Collins was put in jail on the charge 
of enticing servants away fmom their em- 
ployer, but Collins’s employer, who is an 
uncle of the man who had him arrested, 
signed his bond and 
Thursday. 

“Thursday night a band of seven white 
men, disguised as white caps, went into 
Collins’s house and dragged nim to a tree, 
where they stripped him naked and beat 
him with a buggy trace and cut certain 
portions of his bouy with a blunt knife. 

“They did not take him home until an 
hour before day, thus keeping him naked in 
the cold night air for about seven hours. 

“Just betore the day bells rang, which 
call the hands to work, Collins’s wife heard 
him groaning at the front door and she 
took him in the house, where he asked to 
be warmed and given a drink of water. In 
4 few minutes after drinking the water he 
died. 

“The doctor who examined him swore at 
the coroner’s inquest that the bruises Col- 
lins’s received between the shoulder blades 
caused hemorrhages of the lungs and this 
was the immediate cause of his death. 

“I see by today’s Constitution that Gov- 
ernor Northen has offered $550 reward for 
the arrest of the white caps and 1 believe 
that they will be caught, as there are sev- 
eral detectives in Crawford now at work 
on the case. 

“One negro, it is said, has sworn that 
h well-known bailiff of the Lexington dis- 
trict was one of the white caps, but I 
don’t believe it, as 1 know him well and 
don’t think him capable of such a low, 
cowardly deed.’”’ 

Other citizens of Oglethorpe and _ sur- 
rounding counties were seen here today and 
the indignation is general all around the 
scene of the murder. 

There seems to be no doubt in the minds 
of those interviewed that the party was 
composed entirely of white men. 

There were some gentle hints, which 
seemed to indicate that the guilty parties 
are not altogether unknown, but, of course, 
it is too serious a crime for any one to 
make any charges without some positive 
proof. 

If the guilty ones are found and the in- 
dignant citizen’s are satisfied as to their 
guilt, it will go pretty hard with them, 
if the present state of excitement contin- 
ues.

We beg The Tribune to mark this well. 
Those who favor the joint and equitable 
standard of gold and silver—the stand- 
ard of justice, as it has been well hamed 
~——do not claim that only silver and wheat 
have declined by reason of the demone- 
tization of silver. They declare that the 
prices of all the products of human la- 
bor—and the value of human labor itself 


| ~have declined since 1873,,and in proof 


of this they point to figures that are ad- 
mitted by the monometallists them- 
Selves to be absolutely correct. 

Bimetallists assert that if the decline 
in prices which has been going on since 
1873, were due to “better machinery and 
mothods, and by better facilities of 
transportation,” it would have been ac- 
companied by general prosperity, and 
not by the contraction and depression 
of commerce and business which has 
prevailed in all the gold standard coun- 
tries of Europe. 

It would be interesting, moreover, to 
have The Tribune tell the country what 
sudden increase and betterment of ma- 
chinery, and methods, and _ transporta- 
tion facilities have caused the recent de- 
plorable collapse of prices in this coun- 
try and in Europe. We shall be glad 
to have the facts if there are any to 
prove that The Tribune is correct. We 
Shall be glad to know what improvement 
in machinery and methods has caused 
the farmers of the country to lose $170 
on every thousand bushels of wheat as 
compared with prices a year ago, 

We are serious in asking information 
from The Tribune, for the time has 
passed when this great—this vital ques- 
tion—can be clouded or confused by 
dogmatic arguments and unreasonable 
assertions. 

A Natural Result. 

The fact that it has been decided to 
hold the Cotton States and International 
Exposition in Atlanta next year has al- 
ready greatly helped our commercial and 
industrial interests, and stimulated real 
estate and building enterprises. 

If so much benefit can be derived from 
the exposition many months in advance, 
it is plain that when the actual work be- 
gins we may look for an era of local 
prosperity. There are imperative rea- 
sons for pushing the work forward. The 
exposition buildings and grounds should 
be ready at an early day so that #here 
will be no room for a report that our big 
show will not open on schedule time: It 
is also important that we should begin 
apd carry on the work now, at a time 
when the employment thus furnished 
would be doubly welcome to many toilers 
who find it impossible to get anything 
to do. Our workingmen do not ask for 
charity. They prefer to earn their liv- 
ing, and they very justly take the posi- 
tion that it is a public injury to ®ostpone 
the work which will have to be done in 
the course of the next year or two. 

We repeat the suggestion made in our 
editorial of yesterday that the commence- 
ment of actual operations will help hun- 
dreds of workingmen, put thousands of 
dollars into circulation and help every 
line of business. No better advertise- 
ment of the exposition could be devised 
in its early stages than the announce- 
ment that an army of toilers had begun 
work on the buildings and grounds. We 
believe that the directors take this view 
of the matter, and will start the ball in 
motion as soon as_ possible.  At- 
lanta’s improved condition of  busi- 
ness is largely due to the fact 
that this movement has been start- 
ed, and when the hammers begin to 
make music in the air our city will at 
once take a long leap forward, and en- 
joy a degree of prosperity not to be 
found anywhere else south of the Poto- 
mae. This is something that should vi- 
tally interest every real estate owner, 
capitalist, merchant, professional man 
and mecahnic—every class, from the mil- 
lionaire down to the bootblack. 

Let us get to work!

Protests Against the Bond Issue. 

Several days ago a correspondent 
wrote a brief communication to The 
Constitution calling attention to the fact 
that in an interview in a New York 
newspaper Hon. Fleming G. duBignon, 
of Savannah, had endorsed the new fed- 
eral bond issue. The correspondent sug- 
gested that there might be some mistake 
about it, and that the interview referred 
to probably did injustice to Mr. 
duBignon. 
On his return to Georgia Mr. duBignon 
loses no time to repudiate, through The 
Constitution, the alleged interview with 
the Savannah correspondent whose re- 
port, as published in New York, quoted 
him as favoring an increase in the bond- 
ed indebtedness of the country. He says 
that the whole interview was not pub- 
lished, and that he distinctly stated that 
he opposed a bond issue, and that he 
deemed it exceedingly. unfortunate at 
this time. 

We are glad to see that Mr. duBignon 
protests against the undemocratic pro- 
ceeding of making a vast increase in the 
nublie debt of the country in a time,of 
rofound peace, instead of obtaining re- 
‘ef by adhering to the pledges of the na- 
‘onal democratic platform, and the 
worst feature of the whole proceeding 
‘s that it has been rushed through with- 
out the consent of congress. 


Boston and Atlanta. 

The other night a large meeting was 
held in a Boston church in the interests 
of the Atlanta university, one of the fore- 
most coloréd educational institutions in 
the south. Of this meetingt and its pur- 
pose The Boston Advertiser says: 


Atlanta university is an institution In

| lanthropic and educational leaders, feels a 


sort of local pride. It is founded to a 
considerable extent on Boston ideas and 
Boston money. Year after year its friends, 
who are many, “assemble and meet togeth- 
er,” sometimes in the Old South meeting 
house, sometimes in one or another of the 
churches, for the purposes of review and 
preview, and to consider the ever-pressing 
problem of ways and means. 

About the excellence of the _ great 
school, the urgent necessity for some agen- 
ey to do just such work as it is doing, and 
the wonderful fruitfulness of the seed 
which, through these means, is planted 
in the educational soil of the south, there 
is no sort of question among persons who 
have looked into the matter. This school 
is training hundreds of colored boys and 
girls to become teachers of the children of 
their race. It has already trained thou- 
sands, and wherever, throughout the land 
of cotton, the best schools for colored youth 
are found, the most potent influences for the 


elevation of the race are discovered and felt; 


| and in a large proportion of in 
lanta university will be recognized as di- 
rectly or ind-rectly the chief source from 
which these good things emanate. 
Our people fully ugree with the Boston- 


university, and leading Georgians who 
have visited it have spoken in the high- 
est terms of its teachers and pupils and 
their progress, The friends of this in- 
stitution In Boston who have aided it,so 
generously since its foundation, have 
good reason to be proud of it, and they 
lay rest ussured that they are sustained 
in their efforts by southern public sen- 
timent. Georgia has spent millions for 
the education of the colored people since 
the war. What has been done in New 
England to aid the hiker education of 
the colored race is duly appreciated here, 
fmd when this section becomes more 
prosperous it will glndly take entire 
charge of the education of both races 
and foot the bill.

Ready for Business. 

Tere and there people are still talking 
about hard times, and this sort of talk 
delays the return of prosperity. 

While it is true that the country has 
suffered incalculable damage from 
Vicious legislation in the interests of 
monopolists, goldbugs and various pro- 
tected classes, the developments of the 
past tWo years have shown that our in- 
dustrious and thrifty people with their 
wonderful resources canyot be altogether 
ruined by neglect of their lawmakers. 

Surplus stocks of staple goods are 
neurly exhausted, and already the fac- 
tories are resuming work and increasing 
their output. Wholesale and retail mer- 
chants have carried small stocks for a 
long time, and they will now have to buy 
largely because the people who have 
been making their old clothes do extra 
service cab wait no longer for their new 
carments. The business men and farm- 
ers are practically out of debt, and the 
banks are full of money which will have 
to scek investment or be loaned out at 
low rates of interest. 

The country is in fine shape for tariff 
reform, and the manufacturers are not 
ufraid of it.

It 
is not to be supposed that a democratic 
administration will neglect a matter of 
such importance and ignore its pledges 
to the people. 

Everything is ready for a new start, 
and the eagerness of the people to go to 
work, invest their money, produce some- 
thing and develop something cannot fail 
to bring good times.

Peace has its casualties no less than war. 
Besides the Kearsarge, the United States 
navy has lost a dozen vesse!s in the past 
thirty-five years by foundering or stranding. 
The sloop-of-war Levant disappeared in the 
Pacific in 1858, with 200 lives. Her fate re- 
mains to this day a mystery. The brig 
Rainbridge was lost in a cyclone off Hatter- 
as in 183. The solitary survivor, one of the 
negro cooks, was picked up a couple of 
days after, floating on a bit of wreckage. 
The old Yorktown was blown ashore on the 
African coast a few years afterward. Her 
crew escaped. In 1868 a huge tidal wave 
caught the gunboat Wateree in the harbor 
of Arica, Peru, and bore her seven or eight 
miles inland, where she ended her days as 
a hotel. The same wave overwhelmed the 
storeship Fredonia, with every soul on 
board. The Monongahela had been carried 
by another tidal wave the year before up 
into the streets of a town on tHe island of 
Santa Cruz, West Indies. By hard labor 
she was restored to her proper element 
however, and is still in active service as a 
training ship for naval apprentices. The 
Oneida was sunk in collision in the China 
seas, with her commander and many of her 
officers and seamen. The Saginaw struck 
a reef in the Pacific; the Huron was lost 
on the North Carolina coast in 1877, with 
nearly all of her ship's company: the Ashue- 
1ot sank off the coast of China: the Tal- 
lapoosa in Vineyard sound. The trazic 
fate of the Trenton and Vandalia in the Sa- 
moan hurricane is wel] remembered.

Some of the-Grist That Was Taker 
Into Court Yesterday. 


A BANK DISHONORS CHECKS DRAWN 


D .mages Claimed from Mr. Jonathan Nor- 
cross— Road Commissioners Called 
to Account. 


The ever ubiquitouS damage suit turned 
up in large numbers yesterday, it being the 
occasion of return day for both the supe- 
rior and city courts. The largest filed was 
for 315,000 and a number of smaller ones ex- 
tend to such minor importance that mention 
woulc be a loss of time. 

Fore the second time J. M. Brooks & Co. 
file a suit for damages against the Mer- 
chants’ bank. The allegations are to the 
effect that while J. M. Brooks & Co. had” 
funds in the bank with which to meet any 
drafts that might be made by them, that 
upon several occasions the Merchants’ bank 
refused certain of their paper payment. 
The refusal, the petition alleges, was due 
to the fact that the Merchants’s bank was 
“wrongfully contriving and falsely and 
fraudulently intending to injure said peti- 
tioners’ fair name.” 

The specific allegations are that on Janua- 
ry 4th of this year petiticners’ drew their 
check on the Merchants’ bank, payable to 
the order of H. T. Huff to the amount of 
$70, and that the check was refused pay- 
ment despite the fact that the firm had 
funds in the bank wherewith to meet} it. 
Also that, January 9th, petitioners dyew 
a draft to the amount of $15 paj B. 
A. Daniel, and that this was also refused 
Payment with no just reason, since peti- 
tioners had funds on deposit. The petition 
alleges, “thereby damaging petitioners’ fair 
name and good credit to the extent of 
$5,000." Also that on the 10th of Janaury 
of this year the said petitioners drew a 
check payable to Benton Barrett to the 
amount of $27.08. This was refused pay- 
ment under the same conditions and peti- 
tioners claim $5,000 for this. further, that 
on or about the same time petitioners drew 
a draft payable to J. M. Brooks, aré@ that 
this, too, was refused payment despite the 
circumstances already recited. Near this 
same time a check made payable to J. «. 
Haskell was refused payment at the Mer- 
chants’ bank. The amount of this one was 
$4.90. On account of this petitioners allege 
a damage of 35,000. 

Wants Damage for His Front. 

A suit for $8,000 damages, the outgrowth 
of the collapse of the Norcross building, 
was flied yesterday against Jonathan Nor- 
cross by Mr. J. P. Chisolm. 

Mr. Chisolm alleges in his petition that 
he owned a soda fount which oecupied a 
portion of the Norcross building. That 
Mr. Jgmathan Norcross went to work to re- 
roof and repair the building without first 
having obtained the necessary permit and 
without having had the building properly 
inspected. The petitioner alleges that he 
relied upon Mr. Norcross entirely in the 
matter, and when he, of his own motion 
discovered that the building was unsafe, 
it was then too late to move he fount and 
in consequence it is a total and complete 
wreck. ; 

Some Other Damage Suits. 

Charles Pressnell sues W. O. Fisher and 
others, road commissioners, -<or having 
been imprisoned.

As the street 
has been filled with rumors of a reduction 
in the dividends for a week or so past, this 
report that the company could not meet its 
pay roll, found ready believers. The de 
cline, however, at this time, was merely 
fractional, and was soon recovered, when 
Sugar gave signs of advancing. A rally in 
wheat, both here and at Chicago, and the 
fact that the rumors of embarrassments of 
firms and individuals in that trade did not 
materialize, exerted a good influence on 
stocks. Subsequently American Sugar mo- 
nopolized the trading: for a good two hours, 
and under heavy trading gained 2% per cent, 
spelling. up to 84%. Washington, it seems, 
still controls the speculation in this stock. 
Apparently son@body stands ready to take 
the shares in the neighborhood of 80. The 
reason given for the recent purchase is that 
the senate finance committee will recom- 
mend a small protection. Finally Sugar led 
to purchases of the railway list, and a gen- 
eral recovery of %@% per cent, Western 
Union and Rock Island ieading. It was a 
matter of comment that the bears did not 
follow up the attack on the trunk line 
Shares. One explanation for this was that 
their sales yesterday did not have the effect 
on London that they expected.

NEW YORK, February 13.—The,decline 
in cotton continues, notwithstanding the 
daily development of increased strength 
in the statistical position. The opening 
was at an advance of 3 to 4 points in New - 
York and quotations commenced to slide off 
and by 1 o’clock had declined about 8 points, 
May contracts selling at 7.77. Liverpool 
opened at about 2-64d decline, but recover- 
ed most of the loss and closed steady about 
1 to 2-64d under last evening’s close. There 
is no reason for the decline in New York, 
except the absence of buying power and 
the gradual liquidation that seems to be 
in progress among holders of long cotton. 
New Orleans receipts for tomorrow are 
estimated at 4,500 bales against 5,550 last 
week and 4,780 last year. It so happens 
that the corresponding day for both last 
week and last year were Shrove Tuesday. 
upon which day receipts at New Orleans 
are always small. St. Louis receipts today 
are 521 against 951 last year, Memphis re- 
ceipts are 428 bales against 883 last year, 
Houston receipts are estimated at 1,800 bales 
ngainst 4430 last year. Kstimates of the 
interior movement for the week are 15,00) 
bales against 18,000 last week and 21,(0 
last year. Guesses at the amount of cot- 
ton to come in sight for the week about 
86,000 bales against 396,000 last year. On 
every hand the movement is reported as 
likely to continue small, and crop exhaus- 
tion seems to be no longer a theory, but 
a fact. Liverpool cables are rather more 
encouraging and say while spot sales ere 
only 7,000 bales today, there is a_ better 
inquiry from Manchester and an increased 
demand is shortly expected. The inare- 
tion of speculation is the only apparent 
reason for the coptinued though gradual 
decline in the marktt. A considerable short 
interest has been covered at today’s de- 
cline and those hitherto working for lower 
prices have been less aggressive, though 
the market ree os | the afternoon contin- 
ve@ dull, but rallied slichtlyv, closing 2 
points above the lowest and about 3 
under last evening’s quotations. Port re- 
ceipts turned out_ rather larger than had 
been expected and foot up 18,103 bales for 
the day, but the rumored buying of a 
prominent commission house led to some 
purchases by the scalping element and a 
little better feeling prevatied toward the

CHICAGO, February 13.—Wheat surpass- 
ed all records for cheapness today. A pop- 
ular expression on the board of trade is 
“there is no bottom to wheat.” A reaction 
took place from the extreme inside figures 
during the session today, but it had no 
enthusiasm accompanying it. Covering by 
shorts caused the recovery and when that 
support was withdrawn prices again sagged. 
The openmng was panicky, first trades veing 
made at from %@1% under the close of 
Saturday. This decline was brought about 
by the sensational breaks in outside mar- 
kets yesterday and by lower English cables. 
The selling was enormous and was princi- 
pally by commission houses having private 
wires, the theory being that the orders 
came from New York. May opened at %@1 
lower at 59%%@%, ranged between 58% and 
59%, closiag %@1i under Saturday at 594e@. 

Corn, although to some extent participat- 
ing in the early weakness of wheat, was 
later governed by a firmer and steadier 
feeling. The news was about evenly divid- 
ed between encouraging and depressing, 
whilst the volume of business was not 
large. Cash corn was in good one and 
moderate demand. Prices declined 49, but 
closed steady.

Foreign advices showed lower 
markets on that side, but there was a 
larger decrease in the visible supply than 
was looked for, and reports from St. Louis 
were to the effect that inquiry for export 
was good.

ATLANTA AS A PORT OF ENTRY 


How the Department Works Under Its 
New Management—Will a Bonded 
Warehouse Be Established? 


Atlanta, as a port of entry, should be 
made a success. 

With the immense foreign business, yearly 
growing, which is pouring into this city, 
there is no reason why it should not be 
transacted right here. 

That is, goods shipped in bulk from Paris, 


Hamburg or Liverpool should come une , 


broken straight through to Atlanta. 

As pointed out by Mr. Chamberlin, we 
nced the further development of a bonded 
warehouse, but before we reach that, we 
should work up to the full measure of our 
present advantages. 

If the efforts of Mr. J. lb. Stocker, the 
present collector of customs, and the de- 
termination of many of the most prominent 
merchants in the city go to count for any- 
thing, Atlanta, as a port of entry and de- 
livery, is going to rise and shine. 

The Port Minimized. 

For a long time this department of the 
goverrment here, as far as it affected the 
interests of the people, has been virtually 
dead. Not since the first two or three 
years after its establishment has any large 
amount of business been carried on through 
this department. In fact tne surveyor of 
customs at this port heretofore has been 
searcely anything more than a figure-head, 
Every now and then he was called out from 
his office to go down and inspect a lot of 
goods and fix the duty upon them. But such 
occasions were few and far between. Most 
of the time this officer enjoyed the restful 
seclusion of his snug little office up on the 
third floor of the custom house. But, with 
the appointment of Mr. Stocker this depart- 
ment has taken on new life and it will only 
be a short while before the Atlanta people 
will be reaping the fruits of his earnest en- 


, deavors in this respect. 


Few people have any idea of the inner 
workings of this office. When Atlanta, as 
a port of entry and delivery, is spoken of 
most people have a kind of vague and indef- 
inite impression that it has something toido 
with the tanff, and the revenue, and all 
tnat sore of thing, but few can explain 
the exact duties that the office of surveyor 
of customs implies, or can tell explicitly the 
various details connected with the bringing 
in of import goods to the city. 

How the Department Works. 

Properly speaking a port of entry is a 
seacost town where vessels from abroad 
bring in foreign merchandise, but the name, 
of course, has been applied to 
inlend cities where tne goods come 
direct under the charge . of some 
bonded corporation. The official act mak- 
ing Atlanta a port of entry was passed bj) 
congress February 28, 1881, and read as foil- 
lows: 

“Be it hereby enacted that Atlanta, in the 
state of Georgia, be, and is hereby consti- 
tuted a port of entry and delivery, and that 
the privilege of immediate transportation 
of dutiable merchandise conferred by the 
act of June 10, 1880, entit.ed an act to amend 
the statutes in relation to the immediate 
transportation of dutiable goods, and for 
other purpose, be. ani the sarmhe are here- 
by extendéd to suld port; and'there shall be 
a surveyor of customs to reside at said 
pert, who shall receive a salary to be de- 
termined by the secretary of the treasury.” 

Since the passage of this act that officer 
has been regularly on duty in Atlanta. 

The method of getting imported goods into 
the city is interesting and it brings to light 
the startling fact that Atlanta, as a port cf 
entry, is at present deplorably handicapped. 
A large quantity of the imported goods 
coming into Atlanta come through New 
York. If these goods are consigned to the 
owner one of two things must happen. They 
are either released there by the agent of 
the consignee, who pays all duty and takes 
charge, shipping them to the owner. in any 
way he sees fit, or a railroad company takes 
them in hand and brings them through di- 
rect. Those railroad companies transport- 
ing imported goods are required by the gov- 


-ernment to put up a $60,000 bond and place 


the goods in a sealed ca> or compariment. 

Upon this point Mr. Stocker has recently 
received a letter from Secretary Carlisle 
throwing some light upon the subject, This 
letter goes on to say “that appraised mer- 
chandise in bond may be forwarded either 
corded or sealed in sealed cars or compart- 
ments thereof, it being, of course, that the 
carrier transporting the goods is bonded for 
the purpose. Unappraised merchandise in 
bond is required to be forwarded in sealed 
cars or compartments. There is no objec- 
tion to the lading of free or dutiable goods 
in the same car or compartments, in the 
cases where the free goods are destined for 
the same port, or places beyond the destina- 
tion of the bonded merchandise, but no 
goods destined for an intermediate point or 
place are permitted to be ladened in a car 
with goods entered for intermediate trans- 
portation.” 

It is a remarkable fact that only one rail- 
road running into Atlanta. from a conven- 
ient seaport can bring in imported goods, 
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according to this law. The Pennsylvania 
Central is the only railroad having access 
to this town from a seaport of any size 
which has placed up the necessary bond, 
and it is to this fact that the insignificance 
of Atlanta heretofore as a port of entry has 
been due. Further difficulty is thrown in 
the way of getting the imported goods to 
this city when it is known that this road 
Nebo transport merchandise only in carload 
Trere are two other bonded roads, namel; 
the Plant System via the East Tenness ae, 
Virginia and Georgia, from Tampa, and the 
Iiinois Central from New Orleans, which 
have connection with Atlanta, but except 
for the fact that now and then a carload of 
cigars and tobacco comes in through Tam- 
pa, these lines are of. no material benefit. 
When a carload of goods is to come in to 
this city by a bonded road the surveyor of 
customs here is at once notified. He has 
already received an invoice from the origi- 


nal country of-importation, containing the 
consul’s certificate and other necessary pa- 
pers. Then, too, the railroad company has 
| put him on notice, sendnig the number of 

the lock with which the car is locked. 
When the goods get in these numbers sare 
compared. If everything is in shape the 
collector opens the car, examines the g00ds 
and appraises them and collects the neces- 
sary duty. 

Thus it is that imported goods get into 
Atlanta, and thus it is that the surveyor of 
customs goes about his work. 

In spite of the light work of this depart- 
ment, due to the unfortunate facilities for 
the past years, there is great hope and pos- 
sibilities for the city through it. 


Mr. Stocker Talks. 

A Constitution reporter dropped in on 
Mr. Stocker yesterday. He was busily. en- 
gaged upon the Wilson bill and studying its 
eifect upon imports. 

“We are extremely unfortunate,” he said, 
“in not having better railroad facilities for 
transporting foreign goods. Why, the 
greatest quantity of imports coming here 
are freighted by the agents and brokers in 
New York to our merchants. You see just 
as soon aS a lot of foreign merchandise 
strikes that city consigned inland those 
greedy brokers and commission merchants 
up there take it in charge and pay the duty. 
, Then, through them, it comes to the mer- 
chants. It is easy to see that they can 
charge and do charge exorbitant rates. At- 
lanta has a large number of importers, but 
for the most ,part they get their goods 
through ‘these agents in New York. Now, 
if they could be made to appreciate the ben- 
efits that would come from having a bonded 
railroad here, making quick connections, 
they would not rest until their efforts in 
this line met with success. 

“During the last week or two I have been 
communicating with several roads on this 
subject with a view to increasing the im- 
portations, and I was surprised to find that 
| they took to the suggestion so favorably. 
It is safe to say that if there was sume 
| united effort on this line our town would be 
| greatlv 


benefited. I have been around to 
see the most prominent merchants, also. 
and from what I can gather there would 


be at least $250,000 worth of foreign goods 
brought into Atlanta yearly through this 
department. One firm alone told me that 
they would buy $50,000 worth of imports if 
quick and easy transportation and accom- 
modation could be secured. 

“What we need now is for the railroads to 
bond themselves and get in proper shape 
to take charge of imported goods: then the 
merchants ought to ship direct to Atlanta. 
For my part 1 am going to exert all my 
powers to this end. 

Need a Bonded Warehouse... 

“The secret of the whole thing.”’ said Mr. 
Chamberlin,“‘is a bonded warehouse. That 
more than anything else, is what we need 
just now in this line. The present system 
of getting imported goods direct to Atlanta is 
So inconvenient that the merchants prefer 
to order them -through their New York 
agencies. If a direct line of steamers from 
Liverpool to some of our southern ports, 
Say Savannah, Brunswick, Charleston or 
Wilmington, could be established, and if the 
roads from these places. would put them- 
selves under the required bond, that would 
be of great benefit to us, but in my opinion 
a bonded warehouse would obviate all difti- 
culty. If we could get this, then the rail- 
roads and other things would make terms 
to suit us, as a natural consequence. Then 
we could order our goods in large quantities 
from abroad and leave them Stored in the 
warehouse, calling for them and paying the 
duty as we needed them. Another thing 
this bonded warehouse would help our great 
exposition. Many exhibits are coming here 
from abroad, and there should be more 
Suitable methods of Setting the goods here 
than there are now. Atlanta, as a port of 
entry, has suffered for tne. lack of proper 


facilities in the past, and whi 
ast, ( at we nee

“But our people down here would have to 
learn something,” continued Mr. Smith 
with a significant Smile, ‘‘for there’s one 
thing I don’t exactly understand; we can 
buy some of our goods raw in New York 
lower than the tariff rate on them. Of 
course we can’t compete with New York 
when it comes to that.” 

“In the hardware line,” said me. Le FP, 
Thompson, of the C:arke Hardware Com- 
pany, “‘we import a good deal of cutlery 
and some guns. Finding it easier to deal 
with the agents in New York than bring 
our goods direct, we order through them. 

“Just at present,’’ continued Mr. Thomp- 
son, ‘“‘the discrimination in freight rates 
against Atlanta is troubling me more than 
anything else. To give an idea of how it 
works, some time ago I had occasion to 
order a car load of loaded shells from the 
east. The freight rate here was $1.14 per 
100 pounds. To Nashville oniy 42 cents 
was charged. That is what is worrying 
me now, the freight rates.’’ 

Mr. C. W. Hunnicutt, of Hunnicutt & 
Be.lingrath, was very emphatic in denoufc- 
ing the present system of getting foreign 
goods into Atlanta. There are great pos- 
sibilities in store for Atlanta if the de- 
partment of the surveyor of customs re- 
ceives the support due it from the peop-e. 
What we want now 1s not more imports; 
we have enough of them, but a better 
method of getting them here direct.
